GWALIOR  1-3  AND  1-4 
by  Richard  K.  Bright 

In  Yeoman's  "Modern  World  Coins"  the  difference  between 
Gwalior  Y-3  and  Y-4,  aside  from  the  inscribed  Samvat  dates , 
is  given  that  Y-4  has  a lower  relief  than  Y-3  and  yet  there 
sopears  to  be  a more  fundamental  difference  on  coins  that 
I've  examined.  There  is  too  great  a range  in  the  quality  of 
the  strikes  of  these  crudely  struck  machine  made  coins  to 
state  that  one  type  or  the  other  has  the  higher  or  the  lower 
relief;  some  pieces  of  Y-4  have  the  design  with  a decidedly 
higher  relief  than  do  some  Y-3's.  The  significant  difference 
between  these  two  types,  or  varieties  of  a type,  is  that  Y-3 
is  struck  on  a planchet  weighing  B.7-7.0gms  measuring  22.5mm 
in  diameter  and  2.0mm  in  thickness  whereas  Y-4  is  4.8-5.0gms 
in  weight  with  the  flan  measuring  23.0ram  in  diameter  and 
1 . 5mm  thick. 

As  an  exception  to  the  above  there  are  a relatively  small 
number  of  coins  dated  8.  1970  which  are  struck  on  the  thin 
nlancbet  of  8.  1974.  The  listing  in  Yeoman  might  better  be 
given  as:

COIN  FORGERY  WORKS  HOT  OF  THE  MIDDLE  . R£S 


According  to  the  records  of  different  Hungarian  .'rchives 
there  v;as  a com  forgery  workshop  of  the  Middle  ^ges  located 
in  the  now  ruined  fortress  of  CSERBAlCC  in  Northern  Hungary. 
The  fortress  is  located  between  the  villages  of  Rudabanya 
and  Dzuhogy.  According  to  Archives,  the  workshop  existed 
at  the  fortress  about  1530  and  was  owned  by  the  Rebek 
brothers.  Hungarian  archaeologists  and  a circle  of  friends 
of  the  Cre  and  Mineral  Museum  m Rudabanya  have  decided  to 
try  and  located  the  workshop  during  1971.

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COINS  uF  SATARA

Satara,  at  one  time  the  center  of  Maratha  power,  was  found- 
ed by  Shiva j i Bhonsla  (lived  1627-1680).  Shivaji  took  ad- 
vantage of  the  decline  in  Mughal  power  in  Central  India  and 
converted  the  peasant  population  of  Maharashtra  into  a 
itary  nation.  He  extended  his  authority  in  the  Deccan  and 
in  1674  enthroned  himself  at  Raigarh  as  Rajah.  His  eldest 
son  and  successor,  Shambhaji,  fell  into  the  hands  of  the 
Mughal  emperor  and  was  executed,  but  his  infant  son  ^nahu 
remained  a captive  of  the  Mughals  until  1707.  Raja  Ram  be- 
came the  ruler  of  the  Marathas  (1680-1707)  during  the  cap- 
tivity of  his  nephew.  Ch  the  death  of  the  Mughal  emperor 
Aurangzeb  in  1707  Shahu  was  liberated  and  became  king  of 
the  Marathas,  residing  at  Satara.  He  was  no  more  than  a 
puppet  king,  however,  and  left  the  business  of  state  in 
the  hands  of  his  minister,  or  Peshwa,  Balaji  Wishwanath. 

The  Maratha  confederation  was  henceforth  led  by  a nominal 
king,  or  rajah,  at  Satar,  but  in  reality  ruled  by  the  Pesh- 
wa, who  resided  at  Poona.  Balaji  led  an  army  into  Delhi 
and  extorted  from  the  emperor  recognition  of  the  Maratha 
state,  in  the  time  of  the  Peshwafe  two  immediate  success- 
ors, Baji  Rao  I (1720-40)  and  Balaji  Rao  (1740-61)  the 
Marathas  conquered  Gujarat,  Malwa,  Berar,  Gondwana  and 
Orissa.  They  were  on  the  point  of  superceding  the  Mughal 
power  in  India  when  Ahmad  Shah  Durrani  crushed  them  at 
the  battle  of  Panipat  in  1761.  Maratha  power  survived  in 
the  hands  of  the  Peshwa’s  generals  in  Indore,  Nagpur, 

Gwalior,  Baroda,  Dhar  and  Dewas,  which  became  in  time 
independent  states,  in  1822  Satara  was  under  British  con- 
trol with  a titular  rajah  over  it.  in  1848  the  rajah  died 
without  an  heir  and  actual  control  was  resumed  by  the 
British . 
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'It  has  been  asserted  that  gold,  silver  and  copper  coins  were 
struck  by  Sivaji  at  Raigarh,  where  his  mint  was  set  up. 
However,  none  have  come  to  light.  Copper  coins  of  the  state 
exist  and  are  called  Shivarayi  paisa.  These  were  current 
for  a century  or  more.  Shahu  set  up  the  mint  at  Satara, 
and  gold,  silver  and  copper  coins  were  issued.  After  his 
death  the  mint  was  transferred  to  Poona  by  the  Peshwas. 

The  coins  of  southern  Maratha  mints  are  not  yet  satisfac- 
torily identified.  The  above  copper  coin  can  be  identified 
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Variation  in  bottom  line 
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to  Satara.  It  bears  the  legend  on  the  obverse,  SHU/SHiVA/

TIDBITS  OF  INFORMATION 
by  John  K.  Graves 


The  following  few  odds  and  ends  of  information  are  submitted 
for  note  and  comment.  I would  be  pleased  to  hear  from  other 
NI  members  on  these  items. 


BELGIUM:  Y46,  5 Francs  1939,  French  Legend.  This  coin  has 

been  verified.  (DeMey  says  this  date  is  a restrike. 
Nickel  Buffs  may  want  to  add  it  to  their  check  list.) 


CHINA:  Hogan  No.  23,  1 V.'en.  This  little  piece  has  caused 

quite  a stir  of  comments.  It  was  excluded  from  R.  S. 
Yeoman’s  "Modern  World  Coins,  9th  Edition"  apparently 
because  of  a controversy  over  whether  it  is  as  of  1905 
or  1911  - two  different  reigns.  It  probably  will  be 
included  someplace  in  the  upcoming  10th  Edition. 


Unlisted  by  either  Hogan  or  WC  is  another  1 Wen  piece 
- from  Fukien,  Kuang  Hsu  T'ung  Pao  1875-1909,  which 
travelled  from  New  York  to  Nebraska,  its  present  home. 

FRENCH  INDO-CHINA : Y21,  10  Centimes.  This  may  appear  in 

MNC  10th  Edition  as  two  numbers.  The  1939  pieces  were 
struck  at  Paris,  the  majority  of  the  1940  pieces  at 
San  Francisco,  both  bearing  the  Paris  Mintmarks.  The 
1939  piece  has  a sharp,  straight-across  reeded  edge, 
while  the  1940  piece  is  somewhat  thinner  and  has  a 
beveled  reeded  edge.  (Compare  with  the  Australian 
6-Pence  struck  at  San  Francisco.)  There  should  be  a 
few  1940-dated  coins  with  edges  like  the  1939-dated 
coins.  Does  anyone  have  one? 


GREECE:  Y8,  2 Drachmai,  1868.  There  is  one  in  Canada 

without  the  laris  Mintmarks  on  the  Reverse,  and  with- 
out the  "A"  on  the  Cbverse.  This  is  not  listed  by 
S.  Gardiakos  in  "The  Coinage  of  Modern  Greece,  Crete, 
Cyprus"  .

MATTHEW  J. 


van  der  VOORT 
N I no.  178  ( LM  ) 


Matthew  J.  van  der  Voort  has  been  a collector  of  coins  and 
medals  for  more  than  20  years.  At  first  he  collected  every 
coin  or  medal  that  had  a special  appeal  to  him,  either  for 
historical,  economical  or  esthetic  reasons.  Odd  and  curious 
money  also  holds  his  interest.  In  1958  he  restored  numis- 
matic contact  with  the  Numismatic  Division  of  the  world  fa- 
mous Hermitage  Museum  in  Leningrad.  In  1963  he  visited  the 
museum  in  Leningrad  where  he,  on  behalf  of  the  Royal  Dutch 
Coin  and  Medal  Cabinet,  did  some  research  on  the  museum's 
gold  coins  of  the  17th  and  18th  centuries.  He  found  no 
less  than  40  unknown  dates  of  these  coinages  in  the  Hermi- 
tage collections  and  also  2 totally  unknown  dollar  size  gold 
coins  of  the  Netherlands.  This  was  amazing  since  in  Holland 
it  was  assumed  that  they  had  all  the  data  for  the  coinage 
of  this  period. 

As  a result  of  this  visit  van  der  Voort  decided  to  special- 
ize in  Russian  coinage.  This  was  brought  about  because  he 
also  discovered  a strong  link  between  Russian  and  Dutch 
coinage  in  earlier  times.  Coin  hoards  unearthed  in  Russia 
of  the  two  centuries  mentioned  contain,  as  a rule,  about 
80/o  Dutch  coins. 

Matthew  was  instrumental  in  arranging  the  publication  of 
the  book  on  Russian  Imperial  Silver  Coinage  by  the  late 
Harry  Severin  and  the  translation  of  the  book  on  the  Rus- 
siam  Monetary  System  into  English,  originally  written  by 
Dr.  I.  G.  Spassky,  Curator  of  Russian  Coins  at  the  Hermitage. 

Matthew's  status,  before  he  had  to  retire  for  health  reasons, 
allowed  him  to  travel  extensively.  Thus  he  has  been  to  the 
U. S.  many  times,  visiting  a total  of  21  of  the  various  states. 
In  1967  he  made  a lecture  tour  in  the  U.S.  on  his  specialty 
- Russian  coinage.  At  this  occasion  he  visited  Dallas  and 
lectured  for  the  Dallas  NI  membership.  He  was  awarded  an 
Honorary  Life  Membership  in  NI  at  this  time. 

Matthew  is  a member  of  numerous  numismatic  organizations 
in  various  countries.  He  has  written  many  articles  and 
lectured  for  many  local  coin  clubs  in  Holland  and  abroad. 

He  coined  the  phrase:  "Numismatics  in  the  pilgrimage  of 

mankind  and  it  knows  no  boundaries". 

When  health  permits,  he  is  an  avid  correspondent,  belonging 
to  a group  of  numismatists  who  try  to  turn  collectors  into 
real  numismatists.

UNRE PCRTED  PORTUGAL  1909/8  OVERDATE

It  has  come  to  this  collector's  attention  that  an  unre- 
ported overdate  in  Portugal  coinage  has  been  found. 

The  coin  is  Portugal  500  Reis,  Y31 , 1909  with  a reported 
mintage  of  1,513,167  by  Robert  P.  Harris.  Two  of  the 
above  mentioned  coins  are  in  the  possession  of  this  col- 
lector . 

The  1909  coin  reveals  that  an  8 is  visible  under  the  last 
9 of  the  date,  with  the  first  3 digits  (190)  showing  traces 
of  being  repunched  or  doubling. 

Comparison  with  an  1908  Y31  coin  reveals  that  the  same 
die  characteristics  are  identical  on  both  coins;  the  main 
items  that  I found  are  3 die  flaws  on  the  face  of  Manuel 
II,  just  below  the  ear  on  the  jaw  and  on  the  cheek  that 
some  collectors  would  call  moles  or  warts. 

Collectors  who  are  in  possession  of  the  above  coin  are 
requested  to  check  their  coins  and  write  to  the  author 
who  will  compile  a list  and  ascertain  how  widespread  this 
error  has  occurred. 
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
